After 8 security checks of my 
bags at various US airports not one has even questioned me about my HT or 
scanner. While I am happy not to be hassled, it makes me feel less confident 
about the quality of our security checks.

Subject: Need help with BC210 scanner whine, want sw for Baudot on mdl 100 


I have an older BC210 scanner. There is an extremely annoying high 
pitched tone present in the audio. A quick look at the local 
oscillator shows significant sidebands at multiples of 4 KHz. 

I couldn't find anything obvious probing around with a scope. Not 
surprising as it shouldn't take much noise to cause the problem. 


Can I shield or bypass something to fix this? Ideas? 
I'll pay expenses for a copy of the schematic. 


I'm also looking for software to copy rtty on my TRS80 Model 100. 

I have an extra 82C55 in my model 100 so have lots of ins/outs. 

Been thinking about counting audio input to the cassette port to 
determine the mark/space transitions and stuffing that back into the 
RS232 port. Not interested in copying the weak ones...just the strong 
ones for fun. Ideas?

Rec.radio.shortwave passes with a comfortable margin: 265 yes, 10 no. 
In accordance with the guidelines, the complete list of votes appears 
at the end of this article. 


The distribution over time was as follows: 84% of the votes were cast 
in the first week (including 9 of the 10 'no' votes); another 10% the 
second week; and the rest dribbled in during the rest of the period. 


I'm working right now on the getting the swl-l gateway set up. 
Hopefully it will be in place not long after the group is created 
(assuming no problems arise during the 5-day waiting period).
